Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

The  Annual  Report  on  public  health  matters  in  1964  is  here 
presented.  The  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  which 
you  have  already  received  is  also  attached  for  circulation. 

The  population  of  the  district  showed  the  same  2.2 % annual 
increase  as  in  previous  years  and  totalled  23,330  in  mid-1964. 

The  births  increased  by  over  10$>  on  the  previous  year  and 
represented  a birth  rate  of  18.2  per  1,000  population.  After 
adjustment  by  the  population  factor  for  comparison,  this  represents 
a birth  rate  of  20.5  compared  to  that  for  England  and  Wales  of  18.4. 

The  deaths  did  not  rise  with  the  increase  in  population  and 
were  at  the  rate  of  15.1  per  1,000  population,  adjusted  to  10.7 
for  comparison  with  the  national  figure  of  11.3 . 

Infant  deaths  rose  to  11  in  the  year  giving  an  Infant  Mortality 
rate  of  2 6 per  1,000  live  births. 

There  was  an  unexpected  prevalence  of  measles  in  the  summer 
months,  unexpected  because  1963  had  been  a measles  year,  and  an 
outbreak  of  dysentery  involved  one  village  centred  on  the  Primary 
School. 

So  much  has  been  said  in  the  past  about  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus  as  a cause  of  death,  that  one  must  note  the  absence  of  any 
increase  in  such  deaths  in  1964. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-operation 
of  the  Council’s  Chief  Officers  received  in  the  course  of  my  duties 
with  the  Authority,

GENERAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  V{ater  Supply  arrangements  in  the  District  are  fully  described 
in  the  report  for  1963,  and  a limited  programme  of  routine  water 
sampling  showed  that  mains  supplies  were  entirely  satisfactory.  Out 
of  the  7,796  dwellings  in  the  district,  only  14  are  not  supplied  by 
public  water  mains  or  other  adequate  pipe  supply.  The  private  sources 
of  supply  are  kept  under  supervision  and  five  samples  out  of  eleven 
were  not  satisfactory.  Four  samples  for  chemical  examination  were 
unsatisfactory  and  such  sources  being  suspect,  precautionary  measures 
were  made  clear  to  the  users. 

The  District  Council  is  eager  to  extend  sewerage  to  villages 
within  reach  of  existing  systems  and  asked  that  a survey  should  be 
carried  out  of  all  village  areas  not  yet  served  nor  yet  included  in  a 
scheme  under  preparation.  The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report 
on  eleven  village  areas  is  included  as  an  appendix.  The  need  and  not 
the  loudness  of  the  demand  is  the  proper  criterion  for  public  health 
support  for  schemes,  and  where  this  corresponds  with  reasonable  access 
to  existing  schemes,  there  is  great  opportunity  for  speedy  progress. 

The  survey  indicated  a high  priority  for  Elmstone,  Marshborough, 

Nonington,  Staple  and  Stourmouth. 

There  are  no  clearance  areas  identified  in  the  district,  but  during 
the  year  seven  families  (22  persons)  were  re-housed  from  houses  cleared 
by  demolition  of  14  houses.  In  addition  two  houses  were  closed  as  unfit. 

The  progress  of  housing  maintenance  was  seen  in  74  houses  being  made 
fit  by  the  owners  after  informal  action.  Grants  for  upgrading  housing 
standards  were  made  for  63  houses  (52  Discretionary,  13  Standard). 

New  dwellings  provided  by  the  Council  numbered  64.  and  by  private 
enterprise  numbered  128 . 

There  are  10  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  district,  which  are 
licensed  for  74  residential  and  518  holiday  caravans.  The  estimated 
population  living  permanently  in  caravans  is  200  persons.  143  inspections 
were  made  of  these  caravan  sites , 

Seasonal  occupation  of  one  hop  pickers’  camp  by  approximately  40 
pickers  continued,  and  15  visits  of  inspection  prior  to  and  during 
occupation  were  made. 

There  were  two  cases  of  overcrowding  carried  over  unresolved  from 
1963,  and  at  the  end  of  1964  there  was  one  case  unrelieved.  One  new 
case  arose  in  the  year.  The  two  cases  resolved  concerned  14  persons. 
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FOOD  INSPECTION. 


There  were  180  Food  Premises  in  the  district.  111  registered  under 
Section  16  of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955.  143  visits  were  made  to  food 

premises  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

The  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  is  provided  with 
10C$  meat  inspection.  It  deals  only  in  sheep  and  pigs  and  24 1 sheep 
and  380  pig  carcases  were  inspected.  There  were  only  three  pig  carcases 
showing  the  presence  of  tuberculosis. 

There  was  one  knackers  yard  in  the  district  which  was  little  used 
during  the  year. 

Informal  action  was  necessary  on  a contravention  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations , I960,  in  the  method  of  transporting  meat  and  offal. 

CLEAN  AIR. 


No  further  complaints  were  received  about  fumes  from  combustion  in 
spoil  banks  in  the  collieries,  but  justifiable  comment  was  made  about 
the  nuisance  of  smoke  arising  from  stubble  burning. 

SMELL. 


Complaints  continued  to  be  received  about  the  slaughterhouse  waste 
from  Sandwich  Slaughterhouse  which  is  disposed  of  as  an  agricultural 
manure  after  composting.  Fault  was  found  with  the  method  of  transport 
and  with  the  smell  arising  during  composting.  It  is  an  obnoxious  material 
at  any  time  and  needs  much  care  in  its  transport,  storage  and  spreading 
if  nuisance  is  to  be  prevented.  Its  value  as  a manure  is  plainly  seen  in 
the  produce  of  the  land  into  which  it  has  been  ploughed.  There  is,  there- 
fore, every  reason  for  its  handling  to  be  such  that  the  rural  community 
find  as  little  offence  in  it  as  possible. 

NOISE. 


The  explosive  variety  of  bird  scarers  caused  trouble  in  two 
localities  during  the  cherry  season.  Action  under  the  Noise  Abatement 
Act  was  considered  and  discussions  were  held  with  officials  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  with  special  reference  to  research  which 
they  were  conducting  into  ways  by  which  the  offence  to  neighbours  might  be 
lessened.  Suggestions  were  made  to  the  farmers  concerned  regarding  the 
hours  during  which  the  bird  scarers  were  operated,  the  reduction  of 
especially  objectionable  noises  and  their  direction  so  far  as  practicable 
away  from  houses.  Farmers  were  sympathetic  and  helpful  and  modified  their 
operation  of  the  machines  in  a way  which  it  is  hoped  will  give  less  cause 
for  complaint  in  the  future.  The  Kent  County  Council  bye-lav;  on  hours  of 
usage  was  observed  but  cherries  and  the  longest  day  co-incide  in  their 
season  and  leave  little  night  for  rest.

In  two  cases  attention  was  drawn  to  want  of  cleanliness  and  the 
matter  was  remedied  without  need  to  refer  to  the  Factory  Inspector. 

In  eleven  cases  sanitary  conveniences  were  defective  or  unsuitable 
and  in  four  cases  this  was  remedied  - seven  cases  being  outstanding  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  Thus  six  out  of  the  thirteen  defects  discovered 
were  remedied  by  written  notice. 

One  outworker  was  notified  to  the  authority,  in  the  group  of  lamp 
shade  making. 

AGRICULTURAL  WORKING  CONDITIONS. 


Under  the  Agricultural  (Safety,  Health  & Welfare)  Provisions  Act, 
the  public  health  inspectors  made  74-  visits  to  check  sanitary  arrange- 
ments for  the  workers . 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  summary  of  infectious  diseases  occurring  is  included  as  an 
appendix. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  district  in  the  autumn  and  was 
attended  by  2,401  of  the  public,  that  is  10^o  of  the  population.  The  number 
of  cases  found  was  small  because  the  percentage  of  attendance  was  so  low. 
Equivalent  to  four  cases  of  active  tuberculosis  per  10p00  population  and 
66  per  10,000  inactive  cases  and  8 per  10,000  of  other  conditions,  it  was 
nevertheless  a worthwhile  survey. 

Measles  was  prevalent  (219  cases)  during  the  summer  months  which  was 
a surprise  after  the  bi-ennial  epidemic  in  1963.  Whooping  Cough  also 
showed  a greater  prevalence  than  of  late. 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning,  but  there  were  twenty-two  cases 
of  dysentery,  of  the  Sonnei  variety.  The  latter  was  centred  on  the  Minster 
Primary  School.  An  attempt  was  made  to  co-ordinate  the  follow-up  proceedure 
with  the  County  Health  Visitor  who  is  School  Nurse  to  the  school,  but  it 
was  soon  clear  that  her  other  duties  made  it  impossible  for  her  to  meet 
the  demands.  The  Public  Health  Inspectors  therefore  took  over  the 
follow-up  visiting  for  clearance  of  cases  before  return  to  school.  There 
were  the  usual  incidents  of  winter  vomitting  disease  in  schools  in  early 
autumn.  The  heads  of  schools  are  so  used  to  these  when  they  involve  a 
school  and  recur  over  the  years,  that  little  information  comes  to  hand. 

OTHER  MATTERS. 


It  was  not  found  necessary  to  seek  any  Order  under  Section  47, 

National  Assistance  Act.  One  case  investigated  stressed  the  importance 
of  good  communication  between  hospital,  family  doctor  and  local  health 
authority.  An  elderly  lady  living  in  a condemned  house  and  due  for  re- 
housing, began  to  fail  in  health  and  my  attention  was  called  to  the  case. 

It  was  found  that  she  was  visited  regularly  by  the  family  doctor  and  was  in 
regular  attendance  as  a hospital  outpatient . She  was  to  attend  with  a view 
to  remaining  as  an  inpatient.  The  District  Officer  had  also  been  called  in 
and  was  in  touch  with  the  family  doctor.  The  old  lady  was  not  kept  in 
hospital  and  returned  home  by  ambulance.  Not  every  one  was  fully  informed 
of  this  and  conditions  deteriorated  quickly  as  they  can  do  with  the  elderly 
and  infirm.  The  District  Officer  quickly  organised  aid  and  sought  the  family 
doctor's  advice  on  residential  care,  butthe  old  lady  was  finally  admitted  to 
hospital.  One  hovers  on  the  fringe,  generally  the  ’complaint’  fringe  of  such 
cases  helping  co-ordination  of  activity. 

The  distribution  of  County  services  as  they  cover  our  authority  area  is 
not  a little  confusing.  The  Rural  District  is  divided  in  educational 
divisions  with  five  of  the  northern  parishes  under  the  Thanet  division  and 
the  rest  under  the  Dover  division.  Health  department  districts  divide  the 
area  with  eight  parishes  under  the  District  Officer  at  Ramsgate  and  fourteen 
parishes  under  the  District  Officer  at  Margate.  Police  divisions  and  Sub-divi- 
sions vary  on  these,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Children’s  Department  who  are 
concerned  with  problem  families,  one  enquires  and  asks  to  be  put  in  touch 
with  the  right  office.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  activities  of  your 
Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year  19&A-. 

Brief  comments  are  made  upon  matters  of  particular  concern 
arising  during  the  year,  followed  by  such  statistical  information 
as  is  thought  may  be  of  value  or  interest. 
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The  Council  have  now  been  making  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS  for  ten 
years,  during  which  an  average  of  over  seventy  grants  a year  have 
been  approved.  In  this  time  the  average  total  cost  of  works  per 
dwelling  has  almost  doubled.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to 
maintain  the  rate  of  improvements  voluntarily  and,  as  an  example, 
it  is  hoped  that  19^5  Till  see  all  the  Council's  own  houses 
brought  up  to  the  "full  standard" . 

In  its  relation  to  the  repair  of  rented  houses,  the  RENT  ACT, 
1957,  is  virtually  a dead  letter,  and  applications  for  Certificates 
of  Disrepair  arise  only  from  pressure  on  tenants  by  the  National 
Assistance  Board. 

Fifteen  CONDEMNED  HOUSES  were  still  occupied  at  the  end  of 
the  year  and  two  families  remained  in  HAMMILL  HUTMENTS. 
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Three  cases  involving  serious  contraventions  of  the  FOOD  HYGIENE 
REGULATIONS  vere  brought  before  the  Public  Health  Committee  during 
the  year.  Warning  letters  produced  the  required  improvements. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  the  publicity  given  to  the  Aberdeen 
TYPHOID  OUTBREAK  to  bring  home  to  food  handlers  in  the  district 
the  need  for  constant  care. 
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The  problems  of  hygiene  and  sanitation  associated  with  air 
traffic  at  MANSTON  CIVIL  AIRPORT  have  required  constant  attention. 
These  include  water  supplies  and  toilet  facilities  in  aircraft, 
disposal  of  waste  from  aircraft,  food  hygiene  and  in  particular, 
the  preparation  of  flight  meals.  At  the  request  of  Customs  and 
Excise,  a plane-load  of  pork  returned  from  the  Continent,  was 
examined  and  subsequently  released  for  human  consumption. 
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Two  reports  were  made  under  provisions  of  the  CLEAN  AIR  ACT 
on  proposed  new  industrial  chimneys . The  attention  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  was  drawn  to  the  effects  of  STUBBLE  BURNING,  a 
widespread  practice  during  the  dry  summer. 
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The  idea  of  LITTER  appearing  in  national  publicity,  is 
mainly  of  paper  - offensive  to  the  eye  but  of  no  public  health 
significance.  A brief  examination  of  many  litter  baskets  during 
the  summer  months,  however,  reveals  that  the  contents  differ 
little  from  those  of  the  domestic  dustbin  but,  unlike  the  dustbin, 
a litter  basket  offers  little  protection  against,  rain,  sun,  flies 
and  rats.  Emptying  at  frequent  intervals  during  the  holiday 
months  is  essential  to  prevent  nuisance. 
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The  number  of  infestations  of  RATS  AND  MICE  during  1964  was 
the  highest  for  ten  years.  Warfarin  continues  to  be  used  with 
success  and  no  cases  of  resistance  to  it  have  occurred. 

After  twenty  years  of  systematic  control  it  would  not  be 
unreasonable  to  expect  to  see  signs  pointing  towards  the 
complete  elimination  of  rats;  this  demands  they  should  be  found 
and  destroyed  at  a rate  faster  than  that  produced  by  breeding. 


* * 
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Inspections  under  the  AGRICULTURE  (SAEETY,  HEALTH  & WELFARE 
PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956,  were  commenced  during  the  year.  It  was 
found  that  most  farmers  make  reasonable  provision  for  their 
workers.  Four  complaints  alleging  lack  of  facilities  were 
received  through  the  National  Union  of  Agricultural  Workers . 


GYPSIES  AND  OTHER  TRAVELLERS  - in  my  report  for  1963  1 wrote 

- " progress  over  the  past  twelve  months  has  been 

little  more  than  an  administrative  exercise".  To  this  I can  add 
nothing  but  record  that  at  the  end  of  1964  there  were  known  to  be 
at  least  nine  such  caravans  on  unlicensed  sites  in  the  district. 


The  OFFICES,  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PREMISES,  ACT,  1963,  came  into 
force  during  the  year  and  was  followed  by  a spate  of  circulars 
and  guidance  from  the  Ministry  of  Labour.  It  is  encouraging  to 
find  a Ministry  that  is  so  helpful  in  the  administration  of  new 
legislation  and  so  clearly  determined  to  see  that  it  works . 
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SPECIAL  REPORTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  brought  before  the  Public 
Health  Committee  during  the  year  included: - 


Byelaws  as  to  Hairdressers  and  Barbers. 

The  recommendation  was  accepted  and  Byelaws  came  into 
force  on  1st  January,  1965. 
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Beacon  Lane  area  of  Woodnesborough  - survey  of  sanitary 
circumstances . 

Recommendation  that  area  be  sewered  accepted,  subject  to 
satisfactory  financial  arrangements. 
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Village  of  Acol  - survey  of  sanitary  circumstances. 

Conclusion  accepted  that  no  public  health  grounds  exist 
for  priority  in  sewering  this  village. 
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Future  sewerage  schemes . 

Recommendation  accepted  that  survey  be  undertaken  to 
determine  priorities. 

Result  of  survey  will  be  presented  early  in  1965 . 
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Popsal  area  of  Wingham  - recommendation  that  consideration 
be  given  to  small  sewerage  scheme . 

Officers  instructed  to  prepare  report  and  estimate  of  cost. 


Public  Conveniences  - recommendation  that  standard  within 
the  district  be  reviewed. 

Officers  instructed  to  prepare  report  and  submit 
recommendations .
